Ice is a v ery desirable lu x u ry o n 
any f a r m ; and o n a large nu m ber o f 
them, particu larly dairy farms, it is a 
necessity . 
Tho u sands o f farms hav e an av ail­ 
able w ater su pply fro m which It Is 
practical to pu t u p a su pply o f ice 
when the right so rt o f bu ilding has 
been pro v ided. 
It sho u ld go witho u t 
say ing that the water su pply mu st he 
pu re. 
In additio n, to hav e a go o d 
pro du ct the po nd « ¡r o ther so u rce mu st 
he free o f v egetable matter. 
All the 
v egetatio n 
which 
accu mu lates 
in 
po nds, o r slo w mo v ing streams, sho u ld 
he raked o u t late in the fall. 
Keep Clear o f Sno w. 
When a lay er o f ice o f su fiicient 
thickness is fo rmed the su rface sho u ld 
he kept cleared o f sno w as this blan­ 
ket retards freezing. 
When the ice 
has attained su fiicient thickness the 
su fface sho u ld be marked o ff into 
cakes o f the desired size befo re cu t­ 
ting begins. 
The first strip o f ice 
may be fo rced u nder the su rface o f
